Mills:,After Careful Review “of Situ-

Council of the Municipal District of 
Pine Lake wrestled for:hours on ‘Mon- 
day with the problem of setting the 
municipal tax.rate for the. current 
year, The question was carefully 
analyzed from. every. possible angle. 
There has been qujte an expenditure 
for roads already this year, which has 
been to a certain extent comptilsory; 


in addition to this the dry season has | ! 


made it possible to do a lot of work 
economically that would cost -.much 
more in an ordinary season: 

It was found that it.would take a 
six mill ratesto cover the work thtt. 
had. already been-done ‘on the roads 
and the other expenses of running the 
business of the municipality for .the 
year.’ This was taking into account 
the fact that, in accordance with the 
award of the Equalization Board,” it 
has been, found-possible to make a re- 
duction of $1.00 per acre on the as- 
sessment of practically all the land 
in the district. This reduction will be 
‘shown on the tax notices when they 
are sent out. Incidentally, it was 
pointed out that if the asssessment of 
the lands in the District had been 
made at a lower average than now 
prevails on this revised assessment, 
the Council would have been com- 
pelled. to raise the entire assessment 
to make it comply with the award of 
the Equalization Board. The Coun- 
cil’s hands were tied as far as_ the 
gross amount of the assessment was 
concerned; it could only make the 
adjustment as between one parcel of 
land and another. 

-Council was faced then with the 
problem of deciding whether to shut 
. down at once on all road expenditures 
for the season and make a levy of 
six mills, or of doing a ‘certain amount 
-more of necessary work on the roads 
and make the levy seven mills. It 
was found that a couple of the Div- 
isions that pay. the largest amount of 
taxes had made ‘the smallest expendi- 
tures on roads: up to date, and provis- 
ion would have to be made to enable 
them to measyre up to the others. 

It was finally. decided unanimously 
by the Council that the rate be struck 
at seven mills for the current year, 
and the following amounts were ap- 
propriated for the road expenditures, 
in-the various divisions:

Divisions No. 2 and No. 3 will still 
be able to do quité a lot of work this 
season, Div. No. 1 will only be able 
to do a limited amount of emergency 
work, while Divisions 4, 5 and 6 will 
be able to finish up the season's pro- 
gram pretty well. 

The Council met in the Secretary’s 
office at 1.00 p.m. All the members 
‘were present, with Reeve Fiske in 
the chair. . 

Dr. Henry George, M.H.O., appeared 
before the Council in person to report 
on a sanitary case that-required im- 
mediate attention. The City Board of 
Health and the Department at Edmon- 
ton will be requested to take action 
in the matter without further delay. 

Mr. Smith appeared before the 
Council, asking for a road to his 
place on the S.W. Qr. 16-36-25, W. 4, 
but it was felt that: nothing more 
than a temporary arrangement could 
be made this season. Mr. Halliday also 
asked for assistance on a small piece 
of road near his place and a small 
concession was granted. 

Council agreed that they would re- 
pair the wings on the west side of the 
bridge leading to the S. W. % of 32- 
37-27-4, on condition that the owner, 
G. W. Ball, undertake to do the neces- 
sary filling in. 

A. H. Hepworth appeared for the 
owners of Addison Heights, asking the 
Council to approve of this property 
reverting to acreage. Permission was 
granted with the same reservation of 
road that had been made by the City 
Council. The Secretary was authoriz- 
ed to make the levy on an acreage 
pasis insead of a lot basis this year. 

The M.H.O. reported one case of 
diphtheria during the past month. The 
auditor, Edward Wilton, reported 
that he had made the audit for the 
past six months and found all the 
books in perfect order, 

On the request of Secretary J. BE. 
Welton of the Red Deer Agricultural 
Society, immediate payment of the 
grant to that organization was author- 
ized. 

Council agreed to accede to the re- 
quest of the City of Red Deer for pay- 
ment of the account, $44.85, for  ser- 
vices of the City Fire, Brigade at 
the Chas. Cruickshanks fire in West 
Park recently . 

Further information will be secured 
re. the Roger R. Pearce request for 
payment of an old diversion account. 

The Workmen's Compensation 
Board letter was ordered filed. 

Council authorized the Secretary to 
take proceedings under the Act regard- 
ing subdivided and other properties 
to clean up the following subdivisions: 
Alberta Park; Red Deer Heights; Red 
Deer West; Depot Addition; Red Deer 
South; College View; Verity Park; 
Hillsboro; Riverview Heights, and 
Clareview. ‘Approval of the City of 
Red Deer and Waskasoo School Dis- 
trict is being secured where neces- 
sary. 

As a result of the above action, the 
Council expects to have some farm 
land to sell in the not far distant 
future. 

In accordance with the new Act, 
Poundkeepers are being appointed, 
one for each division, whose duties 
will be to look after all entire animals 
and strays that are proving a nuisance 
in the District, as per the regulations 
governing same.

Moveq by .Alderman Stone, second- 
ed by Alderman Turnbull “That a per- 
mit be issued to John Malcolm to build 
a boiler room'at the rear of brick 
building on lot 5, blorkx 18, and alter 
the’ adjoining brick building in accor- 
dance. with his application of August 
22nd, 1921, provided that the building 
comply with the building by-laws and 
does .not prove a detriment to the 
surrounding property.” Carried. 

Moved by Alderman Broughton, sec- 
ondeg ‘by Alderman Stone—‘Whereas 
the Provincial Government, after 
many years of promises, agreed to 
build this fall a much needed bridge 
over the Red Deer river, about ten 
miles east of Red Deer, and ordered 
the steel for this bridge last spring: 

And whereas the municipalities on 
each side of this bridge agreed to pay 
the cost of building the road approach- 
es to this bridge: 

And whereas there is at present, 
and will be this winter, considerable 
unemployment in this district which 
will be abated somewhat by the build- 
ing of this bridge and the approaches: 

And whereas the municipalities are 
at present making their estimates for 
expenditures for this -year, and if 
assured that the Government will 
build’ the bridge this winter will, no 
doubt, provide for having the road ap- 
proaches built this fall: 

Therefore be it resolved that the 
Provincial Government be requested 
to provide for building this bridge this 
winter without fail, and that a copy of 
this resolution be forwarded to the 
Premier, Minister of Public Works 
and G. W. Smith, M.P.P. Carried. 

The Council then adjourned.

COURAGE IS NEEDED 
NOW, SAYS LD. GEORGE 


Wants British People to Keep Confi- 
dence and the World Will Come 
Right, He Says. 


London, August 28.—Premier Lloyd 
George, while at Barnsley attending 
the wedding of his principal secretary, 
Sir William Sutherland, said there had 
never been a time when ministers of 
the crown were as hard worked. 
Other -countries.solyed the problem by 
working them in shifts, which they 
changed pretty frequently. 

“Since I became premier,” he said, 
“there have been seven premiers in 
France, six in Italy and nine in Ger- 
many. That is one way of getting 
through your work, but in no country 
is the minister's lot happy. State bur- 
dens are great worries, especially in 
times of excitement at home and 
abroad, 

SETTLE GREAT DISPUTE 

“Some people,” continued the pre- 
mier, “did not have enough fighting in 
the war. For two years we had con- 
stant excitement and larger industrial 
disputes than ever previously. We 
have settled the greatest industrial 
dispute we ever had and in a way 
which I think is a precedent, giving 
parties a share in the prosperity of 
the industry itself. Although there is 
not much to share yet, it will cume. i 
am a hopeful sort of person, because 
in the long run I think we adopt the 
right course. I want the people in 
this dark hour of industrial depression 
to remember that England has passed 
through worse times. We shall pull 
through and I want to proceed in that 
confidence. 

KEEP UP COURAGE 

“When I went to France recently 
foreign ministers said: ‘You are an 
extraordinary people, the queerest in 
the world. You never do quite what 
we expect you to do and never the 
sort of thing that we do. We don't 
understand you.’ That is one thing 
that is giving us confidence in Great 
Britain. It is calm courage I want 
British people to keep. Then we shall 
get through all our troubles and keep 
on a steady path by common sense 
and experience. Keep your courage 
and the world will come right.”

VETERAN OF RIEL 
REBELLION PASSES

Daniel Stewart Cameron, who died 
at Ailsa Craig, Ontario, on August 
11, aged 79, was a witness to the mur- 
der of Thomas Scott by Louis Riel and 
his rebel halfbreeds during the Red 
River rebellion. Mr. Cameron had 
gone West to seek his fortune and fell 
into the hands of Riel, who imprison- 
ed him and several others in Fort 
Garry. Scott was riddleq with bullets 
in full view of the window of the room 
in which Mr. Cameron and his com- 
panions were confined. (Mr. Cameron 
pleaded with Riel for permission © to 
give Scott a decent burial, but was 
refused. In March, 1870 he was re- 
leased, and made his way 200 miles 
afoot on snowshoes to a settlement 
Later he returned to Ontario and set- 
tled in Ailsa Craig.

: No Hope for Crew 

All hope that there might be other 
survivors of the disaster was dissipat- 
ed\ during the night. 
fell only 200 yards from the shore and 
the six gondolas, in which most of the 
airship’s personnel was riding, sank 
immediately to the bottom of the Hum- 
ber. The men in the gondolas, as it 
was believed, would have little chance 
to escape after the dirigible struck the 
water, as the weight of the engines 
and machinery quickly carried the 
ruined structure beneath the water. 

Experts here are at a loss to ac: 
count for this greatest.of peace-time 
air disaster. ; 

Girders Buckled 

Residents of Hull, who were watch- 
ing the Z.R-2 when her cruise’ came to 
its sudden and tragic end, declared 
that it seemed when the craft attempt- 
ed to make a sharp turn during a speed 
test, some of her girders buckled snd 
broke, probably’ because of a strain 
too heavy for the structure to bear. 
Some members of the crew appear :o 
have this same idea of the cause of 
the air accident. 

Expert Eyewitnesses 

Charles Harrison Brown, of the Unit- 
ed States army flying forces, was an 
eye witness of the disaster. “I notic- 
ed” he said-today, “that the Z.R-2 
was moving in a peculiar manner, the 
nose of the dirigible showing an un- 
usual tendency to drop down. I knew 
at once that something was wrong and 
watched the machine carefully. In 
less than two minutes the huge envel- 
ope broke in two and fell in flames. I 
ran to the riverside, where I secured 
a tug and went to the place where the 
wreck had fallen. I put out a small 
boat and went into the gun cockpit in 
the aft,section of the airship and then 
swam along the keel. I secured the 
body of one man and turned it over to 
the boatman, but could find nothing 


else.” + 
. Dies fn Hospital 

The body of Lieut. Charles Little, 
one of the United States officers, was 
today at the Hull infirmary, where he 
died after being removed, from the 
wreckage of the Z.R-2. 

Tne body of Lieut. Marcus Esterly, 
another United States victim, was at 
a mortuary ang both were being held, 
pending an inquest, which probably 
will not be held until attempts to 
take other bodies from the ruins have 
been made. 

Harbor officials today expressed 
doubt that many bodies would be re- 
covered unless they were held fast in 
the wreckage or were imprisoned in 
the gondolas. They said they feared 
the tide and the swift current of the 
Humber would carry them away. 

Large quantities of wreckage were 
found this morning to have been 
floated up the rivér by .the tide and 
little was visible outside of the hull of 
the airship. A diver who went down 
early this morning failed to locate any- 
thing material. 

Maxfield’s Body Found 

Men engaged in the work of salvage 
reported at the United States consul- 
ate here, this morning, that they had 
found a body believed to be that _of 
Commander H. Maxfield, in charge of 
the United States contingent aboard 
the Z.R-2, several miles below the city. 


Commander’s Statement 

Hull, England, August 25.—Most of 
the members of the crew were Killed 
by the explosion which followed the 
buckling and snapping of girders 
amidships, declared Flight Lieut. A. 
H. Wann, in command of the craft as 
navigating officer at the time of the 
disaster, in a statement to the Associ- 
ated Press today. : 

Lieut. Wann said the ship had run 
beatuifully’ at 60 knots an hour, and 
that he had reduced the speed to 50 
knots when there came a_ violent 
cracking sound. He thought several 
of the girders broke. The whole thing 
happened in five seconds. 


Happened Quickly 

“There was no sign of anything 
wrong when we passed over Hull,” he 
added, “but everything happened af- 
terward, I wa's in sole control at the 
time. . 

“Before the moment of the accident 
the craft had been sailing perfectly. 
She hed been sailing through various 
difficult tests and her speed had been 
reduced, while suddenly as she was 
crossing the estuary of the Humber, I 
heard a grinding and cracking of gir- 
ders and the airship pitched forward, 
nose down from an even keel. 


Dropped Like a Stone 

“As soon as humanly possible, I 
emptied the water ballast to enable 
the craft to change its normal posi- 
tion, but at this instant a tremendous 
explosion occurred. The great ship 
seemed to halt for a momentand then 
it dropped like a rock. The concus- 
sion threw me down in the car where 
I was pinned by the wreckage. The 
section of the craft in which I was 
riding remained above the water after 
the ship plunged into the Humber, and 
I was rescued after being imprisoned 
for 15 minutes. That is all I am able 


to say.” 
Lieut. Wann denied local reports 
that he had heroically plunged the 


Z.R-2 into the river rather than on! 
the shore, which was crowded by 
thosuands of spectators. The disas- 


ter occurred so quickly, he said~ that 
any such jaction was impossible,

LIGHT ON GHINESE 
LIFE AND CUSTOMS 


At the’union: service, Sunday even- 
ing, Mrs. (Dr.) Garnet Trimble gave a 
very interesting talk on “First Im- 
pressions of China.” As has already 
been noted in these columns, Dr. and 
Mrs. Trimble are on their way back 
to their work in China, after spending 
their furlough on this continent. 

-Mrs. Trimble. regards the wholdé 
Chinese nation as a contradiction, and 
it would not be possible for two per- 
sons coming from different parts of 
the Inland Empire to give the same 
story of the customs, because they 
vary so much. They have the largest 
population, and yet they are the nar- 
rowest people in many ways that 
could be found. ; 

Qn first arrival, one is impressed by 
seeing practically everything done by 
man power, which is cheaper than 
machinery. An idea of the toll of life 
that is exacted by these customs may 
be gained by the fact that the life of 
a rickshaw-coolie is five years after 
he begins active service and a sedan 
chair-coolie only lives seven years. 

The language is a conundrum, and 
One can scarcely feel safe even after 
a good deal of practics with the ex- 
pressions that are used. But as re- 
gards travel, a Canadian girl would be 
safer travelling in China alone than 
she would be in-any part of the con- 
tinent; she would stand less chance 
of being molested or insulted there 
than she would be in travelling from 
here to Calgary, 

Although China is nominally a Re- 
public, it is really government of the 
Officials, by the officials, for the offi- 
cials. It is the recoggnized right of 
everyone in China to graft, or work 
the “squeeze” on practically all oc- 
casions.. e : 

The Chinese have the greatest 
respect for everyone, and a ‘¢i¥il ques- 
tion will invariably bring a_ civil 
answer. They do not have any regard 
for privacy, however, .but very law- 
abiding, in spite of the almost con- 
stantly recurring civil wars. There 
are very-few policemen, and very few 
are necessary even when crowds are 
gathered together on holiday occas- 
fons, There are a_ few soldiers 
around but they are more of a hin- 
drance than a help in keeping order. 
. There is the greatest reticence to 
adopt anything new, and this is largely 
the result of their ancestral reverence, 
which forbids them to make any nove 
which would seem to slam the azhieve- 
ment of one of their ancestors cr 
seem to minimize what he had doae. 

These people are hospitable, almost 
to excess. The costumes of the men 
are rather cumbersome, but the wom- 
en are plainly and sensibly dressed. 
Footbinding is as prevalent as ever 
in the interior of the country, but has 
disappeared to a large extent around 
the frontier cities and in the schools. 

Chinese scenery is very beautiful, 
the hillside being covered with dense 
vegetation, but there is every variety 
of smell in China. Automobiles are 
not used and roadmaking is given 
practically np attention. Even a good 
Chinese road will not be more than 
about three feet wide and most of 
them are a great deal narrower. Bridg- 
es are seldom more than single poles 
thrown across a stream. 

Love is an unknown virtue in that 
land, and Chinese marriages are noth- 
ing more than civil contracts, that in 
nine cases out of ten are made with- 
out the young people having even 
once seen each other before they are 
married. Marriages usually take 
place before they have passed out of 
childhood. 

Mrs. Trimble drew attention to the 
Oriental customs that still prevail in 
China, and which bear such’ striking 
resemblance to the imagery made use 
of in the Bible; take, for instance, the 
burial customs, the seating at feasts 
and many other things. 

The great needs of China are sym- 
pathy, love and teaching. With cap- 
able leadership, she is capable of be- 
coming a world power and will some 
day measure up to the full standard 
of the great nations of the earth.
